REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant claims are drawn to a method for detecting the presence or absence 
of a post-translational modification at a location of a protein. This method is 
accomplished by first computationally predicting the fragments that will be produced 
after treating the protein and where the fragments contain at least one post translational 
modification site. In other words, the method first computationally creates a map of 
fragments of the protein and indicates which fragment has a post translational 
modification site. Secondly, the method creates the actual fragments and exposes to 
the fragments to capture agents bound to a support, where the capture agents that are 
specific to the fragments. Because the capture agents are specific to the fragments and 
bound to a support, the location of each fragment on the support is known. This creates 
a map of the fragments on the support. Finally, the bound fragments are exposed to a 
secondary capture agent that binds to the post-translational modification and the post- 
translational modification is detected. Because the location of the fragments is known 
on the solid support, and because the location of the fragment is known on the protein 
from the computational steps, the claimed method can determine the location of the 
post-translational modification on the protein. 

Gembitsky et al. (US 2005/0153298) is the closest prior art that teaches using a 
first capture agent that binds to a protein and a secondary capture agent that binds to a 
post-translational modification (page 5, paragraph 0046). However, Gembitsky et al. 
does not show the mapping of positions of post-translational modifications on a protein. 
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In contrast, the claimed subject matter maps the post-translational modification by two 
size-independent capture agents. 

The prior art does contain teachings of computationally predicting fragments from 
a treatments, predicting the mass of the fragments (i.e. a theoretical digest), and then 
using mass spectrometry to detect if the actual mass of a fragments is different from the 
predicted mass. If the detected mass is different from the predicted mass, the fragment 
has a post-translational modification. (See Mann et al., page 263, right column- page 
264). The method of using mass spectrometry to identify post-translational 
modifications measures the mass shift in a size dependent method. In contrast, the 
claimed subject matter uses capture agents in a size independent method. Thus, the 
computational measurements for the mass spectrometry method cannot be combined 
with capture agents because the capture agents and mass spectrometry rely on 
different principles.
